I get the digest edition of the list, so hopefully this is not too out of 
date. One of the posters was mentioning an old Motorola signal generator. 
I had quite a number of years of experience with these when I inhabited 
the vast factory complex there in Schaumburg. I never took one apart, so 
I cannot help there, but I used them extensively to check out fm two way 
radios, including those with x**xtubex*x* final amplifier stages like the 
Motracs. Those generators drifted like mad, and the frequency readout was 
only loosely correlated to reality. I found that smacking the top of the 
generator with my rubber mallet would usually stabilize it temporarily. 
If that generator has a rippled housing, it might well be one of my old 
ones. After a while, the smacking didn't work well, and the unit would 
expire, and get shipped back to the test lab for repair. We had some 
ladies in the area who were a bit on the "queen size" side, and when they 
walked past my bench, they would knock my generator off frequency on the 
450 mc band. This was an industrial strength concrete floor too. The 
attenuators had two dials, the outer one was used to set a meter to a 
calibration chart for output levels. The inner one was used to set the 
output level. The older tube models had a beige colored cover. They 
worked better than the newer solid state model of generator with a black 
cover. I do not think that Motorola actually built these themselves, but 
most likely private labelled them. They may still have some manuals in 
their archives, but since I left those hallowed halls back in 1981, never 
to return, I do not know where they might be located.

Partially correct. WERS used 112MC radios, the predecessor to our present 

2 meter band. Carrier current operation reallyu had nothing to do with WERS. 
Hams were experimenting with CC during the war since they couldn't be on 
the air except for WERS operations. Carrier current is still allowed - 
covered, I believe, under part 15 of the Rules. When I was a student at 
Valpo Tech in the 50's, we had a carrier current AM station around 600 KC. 
It ran 20 watts or so. On a "good" night, driving on certain roads, you 
could copy it all the way to Michingan City. 


All of today's wireless intercoms use CC. Many are below the BC band.
